1942 Pumper 

Chief Jim Sims of the 
Placentia Fire Department 
recently announced that the 
department is planning to 
phase out the vintage 1942 
Seagraves pumper that is 
kept as a Reserve Unit at 
Fire Station I. 

The fire unit was built by 
the Seagraves Company for 
the Navy during World War 
II and has a completion date 
on the manufacturer’s label 
of October 31, 1942. This unit 
saw service for a number of 
years as a structural 
pumper at various Naval 
bases. In 1958 the City 
purchased this pumper as 
surplus from the Navy and 
before putting it into 
service, had it completely 
re-conditioned. 

The pumper has a 200 
gallon water tank, a 750 
GPM two-stage pump, and 
is powered by a V-12 
Seagraves engine. For a 
brief period of time, this 
unit was the first line 
pumper until the City 
received delivery in the Fall 
of 1958 of a 1000 GPM Crown 
Pumper.

CHS Offers Counseling Service 


(Second of Three Parts) 

At least 1,150 Orange 
County women—many of 
them teenagers—bore 
children out of wedlock last 
year. 

To each of these unwed 
mothers, and often to their 
parents, the tragedy of the 
pregnancy brought a 
personal crisis and the need 
for sympathetic help. When 
a young unmarried mother, 
calls Children’s Home 
Society, a member of the 
agency’s professional social 
work staff begins a series of 
counseling sessions which 
continues until after deli¬ 
very. 

Acceptance of a girl for 
counseling is not contingent 
on her agreeing, or even 
expecting, to relinquish her 


child for adoption. No 
decision about the baby’s 
future is ever made, or 
indeed permitted, until after 
his birth. 

“Our goal is to assist a 
girl in considering the 
alternatives for herself and 
her child,” according to 
Edward J. Mooney, 
Director of the Orange 
County District Office. “We 
try to help her make an 
appropriate and lasting plan 
for both, and a healthy 
adjustment to her final 
decision. We want to help 
her return to the community 
with a better knowledge of 
herself, her family and her 
future. No fee is charged 
for services to natural 
parents, but girls who can 
afford it may pay some or 


all child-care expenses. All 
services are completely 
confidential.” 

Married parents who feel 
unable to cope with an 
unplanned pregnancy, or 
think they cannot provide 
for another child, can also 
turn to Children’s Home 
Society for counseling. 

Unless the baby goes with 
his natural mother 
permanently upon her 
release from the hospital, 
he will be taken into care by 
the Society and placed with 
one of the licensed foster 
boarding families. Here the 
baby receives warm and 
loving care until he is 
returned to his mother or 
relinquished by her and 
placed with an adoptive 
family.
